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applicants respectfully submit that the mechanism by which p-lactoglobulin itself 
increases TEER (i.e. the formation of tight junctions) is less than clear as evident from 
the speculations presented by the authors in Document D8. Accordingly, the effect of a 
compound that is a PLC inhibitor (whose specificity as a PLC inhibitor is impossible to 
establish from the reference) on the reversal of increase in TEER caused by p- 
lactoglobulin does not constitute compelling evidence that PLC is involved in the 
modulation of tight junction permeability. Accordingly, after review of the references 
cited in the IDS, applicants respectfully submit that the remarks presented hereinabove 
patentably distinguish claims 1, 2, 6, and 8 from these references. 



In light of the above amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that 
the present application is now in proper condition for allowance, and an early notice to 
such effect is earnestly solicited.
